As Canada approaches the 
tragic milestone of 100 sol¬ 
diers killed in Afghanistan, 
voices across the country 
debate the rising cost, both 
human and economic, of a 
conflict that rivals the Sec¬ 
ond World War in length. 

In October 2001, Canada 
joined the U.S.-led War on 
Terrorism by launching Op¬ 
eration Apollo in response 
to the attack on the Twin 
Towers in New York City. To 
date, more than 20,000 
Canadian Forces personnel 
have served in Afghanistan’s 
shifting sands, with some 
soldiers on their second or 
third tours of duty. 

Canada has lost 93 sol¬ 
diers, diplomat Glyn Berry, 
and aid workers Shirley 
Case and Jacqueline Kirk. 
Close to 300 soldiers have 
been wounded in action. 

“From an army as small as 
Canada’s ... that’s a lot of 
people,” says Martin Shad- 
wick, a defence analyst at 
Toronto’s York University. 

As of March 31, according 
to the Canadian Centre for 
Policy Alternatives, Canada 
has spent more than $7 bil¬ 
lion on the war, including 
salaries, food and equip¬ 


ment for troops. Those fig¬ 
ures are based on the De¬ 
fence Department’s budget¬ 
ary Estimates to Parliament. 

Those opposed to the war 
question whether Canada is 
meeting its definitions of 
success. “All of the argu¬ 
ments — restoring democra¬ 
cy, defending women’s 
rights — none of these 
things have happened,” says 
James Clark of the Toronto 


Coalition to Stop the War. 

But other organizations, 
including Canadian Women 
for Women in Afghanistan, 
insist Canadians make a dif¬ 
ference. “Yes, it is worth it,” 
says Janis Rapchulc, of the 
Calgary-based organization. 

She cites the increasing 
number of children in 
schools and women taking 
human rights, literacy, com¬ 
puter and teachers’ training. 


Pollsters say Canadians are 
divided about Canada’s pres¬ 
ence in Afghanistan, with a 
slight majority favouring 
withdrawal if the Canadian 
casualty count grows. The in¬ 


tensity of those positions will 
likely deepen with further 
casualties, says Nik Nanos, 
president of Nanos Research.

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McLean family

Jay Prober, a lawyer rep¬ 
resenting 13 members of 
Tim McLean’s family, told 
CTV News the lawsuit is 
seeking $150,000 from 
Greyhound and the govern¬ 
ment for failing to enforce 
safety measures before the 
bus left from Edmonton. 

“This is not about mon¬ 
ey, it is about accountabili¬ 
ty — about responsibility 
for what happened to (Tim 
McLean),” the lawyer told 
CTV News. 

The lawsuit also targets 
the RCMP and names his 
alleged killer, 40-year-old 
Vincent Weiguang Li, in 
the case. 

Li is expected to make 
his next court appearance

The 
cash, $316 million, will go to helping out people who the governments say are underrepresented in the workforce, metro edmonton 


Airport public hearings begin

debate Edmonton’s City 
Centre Airport is flying into 
an uncertain future as 
dozens of speakers at City 
Hall debate whether or not 
to scrap the historic airfield. 

It’s an argument that 
could last through next 
spring. 

City planners want to 
turn the airport into a new 
residential community that 
could earn the city $95 mil¬ 
lion annually in property 
taxes, along with additional 


revenue from land sales es¬ 
timated at $500 million. 

The new neighbourhood 
could accommodate close 
to 32,000 people, equiva¬ 
lent to a small city, said a 
city report, released in June. 

Dr. Greg Powell, presi¬ 
dent and CEO of STARS Air 
Ambulance, says eliminat¬ 
ing the airport will have im¬ 
plications when it comes to 
maintaining emergency 
health care in the city. 

Powell says having a base 
in the airport cuts down on 
transportation times for pa¬ 
tients who need urgent 
care. 


“When you can’t land 
close to medical facilities, 
then yes, there is an impact 
in patient care,” said Powell 
before yesterday’s public 
hearing. 

Others speakers from ru¬ 
ral areas in northern Alber¬ 
ta said shutting down the 
airport would harm busi¬ 
ness in their communities 
that rely on direct flight to 
Edmonton’s airport. 

Sophia Tymchyshyn, a 
resident in Ward 3, says re¬ 
placing the airport would 
revitalize Edmonton’s 
northeastern neighbour¬ 
hoods.

Mother grateful 
for donor heart

When she learned that her 
unborn daughter's most 
vital organ was seriously 
defective, Shonnelle May¬ 
ers-Huntley could only use 
one word to describe her 
pain: Heartbroken. 

“I just cried and cried 
and cried and wondered 
what I did wrong,” she 
said, after discovering that 
her 21-weelc-old fetus 
would be born with a bro¬ 
ken heart. 

Fast forward one year 
later, and the young moth¬ 
er can barely believe that 
she’s the parent of a 
healthy, beautiful baby, 
and that a donor heart was 
found just in time to save 
the miracle she calls baby 
Dejanelle. 

“She was very lucky she 
got a heart from someone 
of her own blood type, be¬ 
cause that’s a rare occur¬ 
rence for children under 
one year of age,” said pedi¬ 
atric cardiologist, Dr. Dave 
Ross, at the Stollery Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital yesterday. 

And not only is the in¬ 
fant lucky, but extra spe¬ 
cial to the staff at the 
Stollery, as the gift of her 
new heart marks the cen¬ 
tennial surgery completed 
by the hospital. 

So far this year, the 
Stollery has given 11 chil¬ 
dren a new lease on life in 


the form of a new heart. 
Last year, only six pedi¬ 
atric heart transplants 
were completed in the en¬ 
tire year. 

Though baby Dejanelle’s 
new heart was a blessing 
for her family, obtaining it 
was the proceeds of 
tragedy for another. 

“You can never plan for 
disaster, but parents 
should talk to their kids to 
decide what will happen to 


their organs in the event of 
one,” Dr. Ross said, adding 
that the child who donated 
Dejanelle’s heart was twice 
her size, and a few years 
older than her. 

While a sleepy, but ac¬ 
tive and curious baby De¬ 
janelle snuggled a fuzzy 
pink heart on her lap, 
mom agreed with tears in 
her eyes, that a piece of 
the donor child will forev¬ 
er live on in hers. 


Court date for teen hazing case pushed back 


A pack of teens charged af¬ 
ter allegedly froshing a 
group of younger kids by 
beating them with home¬ 
made paddles, won’t enter 
a plea until Oct. 7. 

Yesterday, the teenagers 
were scheduled to enter a 
plea in St. Albert provincial 
court, but pushed the op¬ 
portunity back more than 
a month. 


Earlier this summer, the 
14 teens, ranging in age 
from 14 to 16, were 
charged after eight 
younger students came for¬ 
ward with complaints they 
were beaten so hard that 
they bled from the legs 
and backsides. 

Yesterday, the mayor of 
the affluent community 
north of Edmonton spoke 


out about the allegations, 
suggesting that because 
the area has a long-stand¬ 
ing unwritten hazing tradi¬ 
tion, the actions of the 
teens should not be mis¬ 
taken for assault. 

“I don’t want us to mis¬ 
take hazing with assault,” 
Mayor Nolan Krause told 
CBC Newsworld.

Homecoming wave of relief 

Edmonton soldiers returning from Afghanistan to get hero's welcome

They have served their 
country proudly, and now 
they are about to return 
to a hero's welcome. 

Starting tomorrow night, 
and continuing over the 
next six weeks, the roughly 
1,200 Edmonton Garrison 
soldiers stationed in 
Afghanistan are due to ro¬ 
tate home. 

To mark the occasion, 
Edmontonians are tying 
the city up in yellow: Rib¬ 
bons will festoon trees, 
street lamps, power poles 
and houses. 

“These men and women 
have been away from their 
families and community 
for so long and they’ve 
been through such incon¬ 
ceivable challenges and 
stress,” said military wife 
Carolyn Patton. 

Patton, the wife of a 
medical officer currently 
serving in Afghanistan, has 
had a ribbon tied in front 
of her home since her hus¬ 
band left for the mission in 
Februaiy. 

“I know when I go to 
work that I will undoubted¬ 
ly make it home alive,” said 
Patton in a statement. “I 
can’t imagine how soldiers 
live with the knowledge, 
day to day, that this might 
not be the case for them.” 


The costs of war have 
been brought home to the 
soldiers and families of Ed¬ 
monton Garrison all too of¬ 
ten since Canada’s mission 
in Afghanistan began. 

On April 18, 2002, four 
Edmonton soldiers were 
the first to die there in a 
well-publicized “friendly- 
fire” incident when U.S. pi¬ 


lot Maj. Harry Schmidt 
dropped a 500-pound 
bomb on a Canadian train¬ 
ing exercise. Eight other 
soldiers were injured. 

Last month, four Edmon¬ 
ton-based soldiers died in 
Afghanistan in two sepa¬ 
rate incidents, adding to 
Canada’s count of 93 sol¬ 
diers felled in battle. 


Three soldiers were 
killed, another seriously in¬ 
jured when a massive road¬ 
side bomb blasted their ar¬ 
moured vehicle while on 
patrol in Zharey District. 

The three soldiers were 
combat engineers with 12 
Field Squadron, 1 Combat 
Regiment from Edmonton. 
While serving in 


Afghanistan, they were 
part of the Second Battal¬ 
ion Princess Patricia’s 
Canadian Light Infantry 
Battle Group. 

A husband and father of 
two young daughters, Sgt. 
Shawn Allen Eades was one 
of the three who died Aug. 
20. The other two fallen 
soldiers are Cpl. Dustin 
Wasden, who was laid to 
rest today in Spiritwood, 
Sask., and Sapper Stephan 
John Stock. 

Earlier last month, on 
Aug. 11, Cpl. Erin Doyle 
was killed in a firefight in 
Panjwaii district. 

The relief will be felt 
across the city as the sol¬ 
diers begin coming home 
after this deployment. 

“There will be a recep¬ 
tion planned Thursday 
night for them ... and we 
cannot stress how the com¬ 
munity has been in sup¬ 
porting our troops,” said 
Second Lt. Wright Eruebi, a 
spokesman with Canada’s 
National Defence depart¬ 
ment. 

Although an official time 
has yet to be announced, 
Eruebi said the welcome- 
home reception for the 
troops will kick off at the 
Field House in the Garrison 
Thursday night. 

The reception promises 
to be a fitting tribute to the 
soldiers who sacrificed so 
much for their country. 


Any militaiy conflict will 
be riddled with underlying 
political and social issues, 
but some wars reveal and 
challenge tremendous and 
long-standing problems. 
Such is the case with 
women’s rights in 
Afghanistan. 

Lauiyn Oates is a Vancou¬ 
ver-based project director 
with the Canadian Women 
for Women in Afghanistan 
organization and a free¬ 
lance consultant on gender 
equity and human rights. 
When asked about the spe¬ 
cific challenges that 
women in Afghanistan 
face, Oates says the impli¬ 
cations of Afghan customs 
on women’s lives are seri¬ 
ous. 

“Girls may not be permit¬ 
ted to study at the second- 
aiy level, or women may 
not be allowed to leave 
their homes unaccompa¬ 
nied by a male relative,” 


As dust settles, 
father's resolve 
remains strong

Despite a death toll that 
continues to mount, the 
father of one fallen sol¬ 
dier from Nova Scotia 
says it only strengthens 
his resolve. 

Jim Davis, whose son 
Cpl. Paul Davis was the 
first to die under Canadian 
command in 2006, says 93 
soldiers is an awful price to 
pay, but the Afghan people 
need the chance to live in 
peace. 

“You do question your¬ 
self — am I too caught up 
in it, too emotional?” said 
Davis. “But as the dust set¬ 
tles and the more I learn 
about the mission the 
more I become convinced. 
... If we don’t stay the 
course then we might as 
well pack it in from any¬ 
where in the world and go 
home.” 


she said. Oates added that 
most marriages in 
Afghanistan are forced and 
often imposed on young, 
pre-pubescent girls. Do¬ 
mestic abuse is also an on¬ 
going, systemic problem. 

Oates believes hope ex¬ 


ists, though. 

“The lifting of the Tal¬ 
iban’s many misogynist 
edicts changed things sig¬ 
nificantly,” she said. “There 
were previously no girls in 
school except for a minus¬ 
cule number in clandestine 


home schools, or attending 
schools in refugee camps 
in Peshawar. Now there are 
millions of girls back in 
school. Women can access 
health care now (they were 
forbidden from doing so 
under the Taliban).”

A Strategic Counsel poll 
for showed the Conserva¬ 
tives had the backing of 37 
per cent of voters, close to 
the 40 per cent threshold 
that experts say gives them 
a strong chance of winning 
a majority.

Teen suicide 
rates rising 

youth A one-year spike in 
youth suicides in the Unit¬ 
ed States reported last year 
is not a fluke, researchers 
say. The U.S. team analyzed 
the most recent youth sui¬ 
cide data and found rates 
surged 18 per cent in 2004, 
then dropped five per cent 
the following year. 

“(The decline) hasn't 
brought us back to where 
we would expect rates to 
be,” said Jeff Bridge, whose 
study appears in the Jour¬ 
nal of the American Med¬ 
ical Association. 

Because the 2004 in¬ 
crease in youth suicides co¬ 
incided with government 
warnings about the use of 
antidepressants by teens 
and adolescents, some doc¬ 
tors suspect a link. 

“Attention must now be 
directed toward under¬ 
standing whether this in¬ 
crease in the youth suicide 
rate after a decade of de¬ 
cline reflects an emerging 
public health crisis,” the 
study said. reuters

Climate change may 
cut U.S. plague cases 


disease Rare outbreaks of 
plague in the United States 
seem to match climate 
shifts over the Pacific 
Ocean in a hint that global 
warming may make the re¬ 
gion too hot and diy for 
the disease, scientists said. 

The western United 
States has had 430 cases of 
the “Black Death” since 
1950. 

The scientists, based in 
Norway, the United States 
and Sweden, said the num¬ 
ber of U.S. infections 
seemed to vary with a nat¬ 
ural shift between warm 
and cool ocean conditions 
known as the Pacific 
Decadal Oscillation (PDO) 
that can last 20 to 30 years. 

Until now, researchers 
had been unable to explain 
swings in the number of 
cases — ranging from 40 in 
1983 at a warm part of the 
PDO to almost none in the 
1950s, a cool phase. The

plague bacteria is spread to 
humans by fleas living on 
rats. 

The authors, writing in 
the Royal Society journal 
Biology Letters, said that 
warm, wet conditions 
seemed to favour both rats 
and fleas. 

But future climate 
change, stoked by green¬ 
house gas emissions, is 
likely to make the western 
United States drier, reduc¬ 
ing the amount of food for 
rats. It is also projected to 
mean more heatwaves that 
can be deadly for fleas.

The state of emergency 
is the culmination of more 
than 100 days of street 
protests by an anti-govern¬ 
ment group that accuses 
Samalc of being an illegiti¬ 
mate proxy of former 
prime minister Thaksin 
Shinawatra, now living in 


exile in London after skip¬ 
ping bail on graft charges 
last month. 

But with the army reluc¬ 
tant to enforce the emer¬ 
gency decree — Anupong 
said his unarmed soldiers 
would act only as a buffer 
between the protesters — 
the stand-off looked set to 
drag on. 

Leaders of the protest

More or less unchanged 
for the * *09 model year, the 
Mazdaspeed3 is a flat-out 
fun ride pretending to be 
a nice little hatchback. 

Built off the well- 
equipped Mazda3 Sport GT 
model, the ’Speed3 shares 
many of the former’s stan¬ 
dard features, like ABS 
brakes, body-colour side 
mirrors, door handles and 
side mouldings, rain-sens¬ 
ing intermittent wipers, 
tilt/telescopic steering, air 
conditioning with micron 
filter and rear heater 
ducts, cruise control, six¬ 
way adjustable driver’s 
seat with height adjust¬ 
ment and lumbar support, 
60/40-split rear seat, two- 


stage front airbags plus 
front side-impact airbags 
and dual front/rear side 
curtain bags. 

There’s also a front centre 
console armrest with dual 
covered storage compart¬ 
ments, front door storage 
pockets with bottle holders, 
driver’s side setback pocket, 
a rear centre armrest with 
two cupholders, and AM/FM 
audio with MP3 capability, 
steering wheel mounted au¬ 
dio controls, auxiliary audio 
input jack and a sporty roof 
antenna.

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Living a monk-like existence

Julia 
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t’s 3:45 a.m., and I’ve 
been awakened by the 
loud banging of a 
wooden percussion in¬ 
strument. I slip into 
my itchy grey training suit 
and make my way blindly 
up a set of stone steps. At 
the top, a monk is ceremo¬ 
niously striking a drum 
while sleepy tourists 
silently file into temple. 

Here at the Lotus 
Lantern International 
Meditation Centre, a two- 
hour drive from Seoul, 
South Korea, visitors can 
spend a night experienc¬ 
ing the life of a monk. This 
12-year-old temple com¬ 
plex was designed for for¬ 
eigners looking to study 
Buddhism. 

Tourists sleep on a tradi¬ 
tional Korean cot, wake up 
at the crack of dawn, eat 
simple food, wash their 
own dishes, meditate and 
learn the philosophical 
principles of Zen Bud¬ 
dhism.

The centre comprises a tem¬ 
ple complex designed for foreigners looking to study 
Buddhism. 


Though an overnight 
stay is short, the goal is to 
inspire visitors to learn 
more. My introduction to 
monkhood begins in the 
golden temple with some 
early morning chanting. 
Breathing deeply, I take in 
my surroundings: The 
smell of incense, a gleam¬ 
ing gold statue of Buddha, 
the deep hum of medita¬ 
tive monks. 

Reciting the “Bopsheen 
Jeeriohn,” the monks pre¬ 
pare for their prostrations 
— 108 prostrations, to be 
exact. Hands pressed to¬ 
gether, bending down to 
the kneeling position, I try 
to follow their lead. I 


place my forehead to the 
floor and my palms on the 
ground. Part squat, part 
push up, part penitence, 
the prostrations are stren¬ 
uous and hard on the 
knees. After 20, I start to 
question whether I can do 
all 108. 

“The greater pain your 
body feels the heavier neg¬ 
ative karma you have,” 
reads a nearby sign. By 
this logic, I’m ridden with 
bad karma. Blood pump¬ 
ing and knees cracking, I 
continue to struggle with 
the prostrations while the 
monks perform their early 
morning ritual calmly and 
with ease. Clearly, I need 


some practice at this spiri¬ 
tual practice. From the 
temple, our group of 
wannabe monks move to 
the meditation room. 

Sitting crossed-legged on 
a cushion, I sit up straight 
and try to clear my mind. 
“Meditation is a tool 
which helps us be present 
in the moment, rather 
than living in the past or 
the future,” says Alexan¬ 
der, a Russian monk who’s 
been studying here for the 
past five years. Counting 
my breaths in and out, I 
feel relaxed, my mind con¬ 
centrated. 

But my focus doesn’t 
last long. A pesky mosqui¬ 
to buzzes around me like a 
kamikaze pilot, coming in 
for a crash landing. 

Since Buddhists don’t 
believe you should kill liv¬ 
ing creatures (blood-suck¬ 
ing mosquitoes included) I 
have no choice but to gen¬ 
tly swat it away and try to 
regain my meditative fo¬ 
cus. Normally, my mind is 
continually making to-do 
lists, so meditation doesn’t
